OTTAWA — Higher prices for 1957 
passenger cars and liquor helped 
push Canada’s consumer price index 
to a record 120.3 in October, the sec- 
ond straight month a new high has 
been reached. 

The bureau of statistics said Tues- 
day higher prices for foods also in- 
fluenced the upward movement of 
the index, based on 1949 prices equal- 
ling 100. 

The index, computed in November 
to reflect price changes in October, 
advanced .4 per cent — the equival- 
ent of half a point — in the month 
from 119.8 in September, the prev- 
ious high. The October figure rep- 
resents a gain of 3.4 points, com- 
pared with November, 1955, when 
the index stood at 116.9. 

The bureau said the October in- 
crease was mainly due to rises in the

sub-index and to a lesser degree in 
the food index.

Notes From D.A.

Selecting a livestock enterprise for 
your farm is very important. Live- 
stock production is not just raising 
a few animals, it is part of your 
farming business. It must be in 
balance with the farm economy, in 
harmony with the farm topography 
and be liked and understood by the 
farm operator. The livestock enter- 
prise will require time and money to 
operate and must therefore pay divi- 
dends if it has any real value. 

We know that grain and hay in 
surplus as well as pasture land have 
a value but they do not provide cash 
for operating expenses and daily liv- 
ing. The best market for these is 
livestock; they will convert these 
farm products into a saleable com- 
modity. <A profit should be made 
but if only a market for the grain 
and hay, plus wages for labor and 
interest on capital are realized, it has 
a real value, 

In selecting a suitable program no 
set of figures for any type of live- 
stock can be used. We must select 
an enterprise or combination of en- 
terprises which will suit the cropping 
program, not over-tax capital and 
labor, be large enough to have vol- 
ume and allow efficient production, 
and give satisfactory returns. 

The buildings and equipment must 
be considered, maybe alterations of 
present buildings would do, maybe 
new construction is required; in 
either case cut expenditures as much 
as possible, yet provide adequate 
facilities, 

It has been found one or two live- 
stock enterprises is sufficient on the 
farm. If two are being used they 
should be complementary, they 
should not both require peak labor 
at the same time, nor should both 
require mostly the same feed. Dairy, 
cream shipping, and hogs go well to- 
gether; likewise beef and_ hogs. 
Beef and dairy do not work as well 
as both take pasture and hay, gener- 
ally speaking it would be better to 
eliminate either beef or dairy and in- 
crease the other,

Christmas Seals Cost Little |

The Christmas Seal campaign of 
the Alberta Tuberculosis Association 
is Whole-heartidly endorsed by the 
Hon. Paul Martin, minister of Nu- 
tional Health and Welfare. 

In a message issued today, he said: 
“As minister of health and welfare. 
I have a particular appreciation of 
the important role the Alberta Tu- 
berculosis Association plays in our 
fight against tuberculosis and I 
would urge all the citizens of Alberta 
tO respond generously to this appeal 
sO that its vital work may be con- 
tinued, 

“In recent years, we in Canada 
have made impressive progress in 
reducing the toll taken by tubercul- 
osis wamong our people, Last year, 
for example, the death rate from this 
disease fell to an all-time low of 8.9 
per 100,000 population as contrasted 
with a rate of less than 46.0 a short 
decade earlier, 

This is a heartening decline and 
one which reflects great credit, not 
only on government programs, but 
on the activities of voluntary organ- 
izations such as the Alberta Tuber- 
culosis Association and the Cana- 
dian Tuberculosis Association, with 
which it is affiliated. Indeed, it 
should be remembered that it was 
this latter organization and its vari- 
ous provincial divisions which laid 
the groundwork for our present fed- 
eral and provincial tuberculosis pro- 
grams.

WAR ON COYOTES: The provin- 
cial department of agriculture aa 
sumed the coyote poison program in, 
1981 with the introduction of poison | 
pellets, cyanide cartridges and get- 
ters, and more recently the use of 
1080 and poisoned horse meat. 


During that time a total of 196,- 
300 coyotes have been accounted for 
with many more probable kills. Al! 
this at a Cost of about 17 cents per | 
head. Under the bounty system in| 
four yearg from 1944 to 1948, 50,000 | 
coyotes were taken. 

The 10860 program has proven 80 | 
satisfactory in the last few years 
that many more municipalities will | 
be participating in the program this 
year. Mountain View will be com-., 
pletely surrounded this winter by 
other municipalities that are also 
using 1080 bait stations. Mr. and 
Mrs. Coyote will have no respite or 
place to go, to escape poison in some 
form or other, 

It is interesting to note that in the 
preparation of 1080 baits, 1.6 grams, 
about % of a teaspoon of 1080 pow- 
der, is used per 100 pounds of meat, 
being injected into the meat while 
it is still warm. About % to !2 
pound of this meat is enough to kil! 
a 30-pound coyote, but it would take 
25 pounds of the same meat to kill 
& 100 pound sheep. Twelve pounds 
would constitute a fatal dose to an 
average size human and most birds 
would require several times their own 
body weight of the poisoned meat to 
succuinb to the 1080 poison. 

As I stated in a previous letter, 
this is regarded as being a poison 
more or less selective to animals be- 
longing to the canine family, and 
the greatest danger lies in the fact 
that dogs will take the meat readily 
and be killed just as easily as coyotes, 
wolves or foxes. We have the meat 
processed ready to go out.
